IS MAJOR FIELD 

“In addition to the government 
men, parties of miners and pros- 
pectors have been going in and out 
all summer and there is a big de- 
velopment going on,” he said. “The 
field has all the earmarks of a 


major field and the individuals and 
companies working in there are 
spending real money on develop- 
ment. 

“This season more than 500,000 
feet of lumber went in and almost 
a trainload of dynamite in addition 
to about 1,000 tons of food. This all! 
went through Edmonton, much of 
it purchased here. As much food is 
going into one camp on Lake Ath- 
abasca this season as went down 
the whole Mackenzie river route in 
1930, which gives you some idea of 
the development that is taking 
place.” 

The Saskatchewan government is 
fully alive to the importance of the 
field, said Col. Cornwall. Already 
they have placed a competent min- 
ing recorder and staff there; the 
mounted police have a post, a log 
school house is being built; a 
church is already erected and a 
new town is in the making. 

“There is a good opening for a 
doctor as the nearest doctor at pres- 
ent is the Indian department doc- 
tor at Chipewyan,” he said.

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TRADE BALANCES ITSELF 

In trade matters the Government of Japan 
is no wiser than our own. Tokio informs Ottawa 
it will remove the surtax on Canadian products 
if Canada removes the surtax on Japanese 
goods. Otherwise it will not. 

If Japan bought Canadian products it could 
only pay for them with its own products. 
Whether these came to Canada or were sold in 
some country which had a credit balance against 
Canada would make no difference in the ulti- 
mate result. Japan would have bought Cana- 
dian goods and paid for them with Japanese 
goods. 

The country that admits foreign goods to its 
market thereby obligates foreign countries to 
buy its goods to the equivalent value, since 
there is no other way’ the seller nation can 
collect. The way to get foreign markets is to 
buy foreign goods. For every dollar's worth of 
goods we bring in, a dollar's worth of Canadian 
products have to be accepted abroad

So long as that disability is maintained, in 
Italy or elsewhere, it is idle to talk platitudes 
as a means of preserving peace. A people so 
situated will not starve quietly lest they disturb 
the serenity of their neighbors. They will try 
to grab territory in hope of thereby securing 
markets or resources or both. 

Removal of the barriers so effectively raised 
against international trade would ease the eco- 
nomic pressure in Italy and every other country, 
and give people everywhere a chance to make 
a living inside the territory they now occupy 
and control. Feonomic nationalism is the thing 
that is driving Italy toward conquest, as it 
drove Japan to a bloody and costly war of 
conquest in northern China.

They have come into office under conditions 
of great difficulty, Any government coming into 
office under present conditions would be en- 
titled to special indulgence, both in the patience 
of our own péople and in treasury consideration 
at Ottawa. I would be very jealous to see that 
no obstacles are placed in their way. If they 
can make their plan work in Alberta it will 
usher in the dawn of a happier day for the 
whole of Canada. If they can’t make it work, 
then we had better find it out here as soon as 
possible, so that we may seek other remedies. 
But they must have a fair opportunity. While 
I can’t give intellectual assent to their plan— 
which may be a mental defect in myself and 
not a defect in their economic mechanism—I 
shall be jealous to see that they are given a fair 
and full opportunity to test the workability of 
their plan.

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The Liver

The liver is remarkable for three things; 
first it is the largest organ in the body; second, 
it has the largest known number of functions 
carried on by a single organ; third, it has a 
double blood supply. The most important thing 
about your liver is that it is absolutely essential 
to life-you could not live 
without it. 

The liver is a spongy organ 
ard in the adult, weighs be- 
tween three and four pounds. 
it has five lobes and is sit- 
uated in the upper part of the 
abdominal cavity on the right 
side. The liver is highly 
vascular, Which means that 
it contains blood vessels in 
abundance and for this rea- 
son it does not lend itself

well to surgery since it is difficult to control 
hemorrhaging. Also, liver tissue does not hold 
sutures well. 

The liver is vital to well-being inasmuch as 
the work of many other organs is dependent 


upon proper liver functioning. The close 
physiological relationship between the liver and 
the other organs is such that its importante can 
not/be overlooked. The liver helps in the pro- 
cess of digestion, is closely connected with the 
intestinal tract, is a storage place for the iron 
taken from the worn-out red blood cells, and 
also carries on other important work. 

In studying the liver and comparing it with 
other organs, the outstanding feature is its 
large size. The only other kind of tissue which 
is present in larger amounts is muscular tissue, 
which is, however, distributed over the whole 
of the body and therefore is not confined to one 
part, as is the liver tissue. The liver differs 
from every other organ in possessing a double 
blood supply. The liver receives fresh arterial 
blood by way of the hepatic artery; it also 
receives a supply of venous blood which is 
transported to it by way of the portal vein, the 
portal circulation carrying to the liver sub- 
stances absorbed from the intestine. ‘The portal 
circulation takes to the liver, food substances 
after they have been absorbed and also carries 
toxic substances which must pass through the 
liver before they are released into the general 
circulation. 

Experiments support the theory that many 
substances potentially harmful to the body are 
transformed by the liver into substances which 
are harmless. When the patient is troubled by 
sluggish elimination, there is considerable evi- 
dence to believe that many of the toxic or waste 
materials absorbed from the intestine and. thus 
reaching the blood are brought to the liver 
which changes these materials into a non- 
injurious form. When sluggish elimination per- 
sists, it will be readily understood that the con- 
version of the extra waste material will throw 
an unusal burden upon the liver, which may 
then break down from over-work. 

The liver maintains a control over the blood 
sugar level which results in the amount of blood 
sugar remaining the same from day to day. This 
control works as follows: as starch foods under- 
go digestion, they are changed into glucose. 
The glucose is absorbed through the intestinal 
wall, reaches the portal circulation and is car- 
ried to the liver, where it is stored in the form 
of glycogen. Glycogen is an energy fuel and the 
liver releases this energy food in such a way 
as to maintain a fairly constant level. Certainly, 
starch foods are dependent upon the liver for 
their normal] utilization. Without the liver, you 
could not use starch. It is also interesting to 
note that if starch is withdrawn from the diet. 
the liver possesses the power to convert the 
extra protein into energy fuel. A special func- 
tion of the liver is to break down worn-out red 
blood cells, storing the valuable iron from these 
cells.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1787 the great- 
est land deal i+ the history of 
Ontario was negotiated at the 
Carrying Place in the Bay of 
Quinte district when represent- 
atives of the British crown and 
of the Indian tribes signed a 
treaty by which all the lands 
fiom the Bay of Quinte to the 
Etobicoke river, west of Toronto, 
were handed over to the crown. 

It was a great occasion; 600 
Indians were in attendance and 
the ceremony was carried out 
with great formality. The tran- 
saction was a consequence of the 
coming of the Loyalists and was 
supervised by Sir John Johnson. 
Records state that “divers good 
and valuable considerations” were 
received by the Mississaugas, yet 
the transaction was not complete, 
for it was not until August 1, 1805, 
that it was fully consummated, 
On that day a deed was passed

merely nominal, for as a f.ct 
many thousands of pounds were 
transferred to the Indian funds, 
but the individual aborigine got 
very little benefit. 

By present day ethics it was a 
one-sided deal by which the red 
men got the worst of the tran- 
saction, yet it had enormous con- 
sequences in the development of 
Upper Canada. There is to be a 
celebration of the anniversary at 
the Carrying Place this afternoon 
when Hon. Dr. Bruce, lieutenant 
governor, will probably be pre- 
sent and tell the gathering some 
of his research into the history 
of Upper Canada, on which he is 
so good an authority.

We produce everything on a high wide and handsome scale 
ready to supply a mulititude of buyers; and keep in force most 
elaborate precautions to prevent the buyer getting any money to 
buy with, 


Most of you have read about the Hindu religion, with its 
castes and ceremonies all based on fear of incurring the anger | 
of the Deities. Learned authors dilate on the extent to which fear 
governs the lives of the Hindus people; every step involves a 
peril of Divine wrath. Wonder is expressed that any people could 
ever so universally resign themselves to useless fear. 


You need not imagine that this condition is restricted or con- | 
fined to India. Right here in Canada we resign ourselves to a | 
useless and needless universal fear not of the Deity but to a 
much more foolish and baseless fear that of the dollar. | 


Every address made by the Prime Minister in the present | 
electoral campaign has for its basic subject the preaching of a 
fear that by departing from a policy of dollar worship and 
special privilege the country will be exposed to ruin. Not a word 
about one million three hundred and fifty thousand people on 
direct relief now after five years of the policy which the Prime 
Minister preaches.

There is no necessity for everybody to be rich; but every true 
thing of the heart, every vital thing of the soul, requires that no 
one be kept in a condition of poverty wherein the better instincts 
of humanity must be subordinated to a struggle for daily food. | 
Also the condition of poverty is the most extravagant national 
condition, 


There is no need for poverty in national life; and with its 
abolition governments, banks, manufacturers and merchants, and 
men, women and children will have more revenue, more power 
to achieve, and a better and continuously uplifting standard of 
living. Fear is the only force in the way; and it is unreasoning, 
baseless fear. 


Poverty can be abolished by making the dollar a direct instru- 
ment in the work of production, instead of leaving each producer 
to do the producing at his own risk with a chance of getting or 
not getting the dollar afterwards, and with a strict control of 
dollar custody entrusted to a non-producing class. The basic 
change which must be made is to give the dollars to the producer 
in the first instance; leaving the nation to recover them out of 
sales of products by a sales tax and an export tax. | 


Under this basic change, cost of production will be greatly | 
reduced; employment will be permanent instead of part time, or 
spasmodic; and after even five years experience of a nationally 
financed production no one would ever dare to preach the fool- 
ish doctrine of dollar fear which gives us poverty, distress, unem- | 
ployment and despair,

THE ALBERTA EXPERIMENT | 
The sweeping victory of a. en- 
tirely new Social Credit party in 
the elections to the legislature of 
the Canadian province of Alberta | 
has aroused general interest, for 
the party stood upon a one-plank | 
platform, the improvement of 
farmers’ incomes by currency 
manipulation, The promise which 
has been given by Mr. William 
Aberhart, the evangelical leader 
of the triumphant party, is to re- 
store prosperity to agriculture not 
by cutting down production but 
by increasing purchasing power. 
This meets two lines of thought 


strongly prevalent in the Cana- 
dian prairies and across the 
United States border: that it is 


definitely irreligious to spurn the 
gifts of Providence by restricting 
or destroying the crops (as has 
been done by the defeated Alberta 


government and by Mr. Roose- 
velt's administration), and that | 
some way can and should be 


found by man to equate demand 
with supply. Agriculture has | 
throughout the world been worst 
hit by the depression because it 
is far more difficult on the land 
than in the factory to adjust out- 
put to changed conditions. Hence 
the popularity of Mr. Aberhart's | 
broadcasts, in which he has re- 
suscitated the mediaeval notion of 
a “just price’ for farm products, 
which must necessarily be above 
the market price and be deter- 
mined neither by costs of produc- 
tion nor by effective demand. 
But how to fill the gap between 
the two prices? The proposal is to | 
pay to every citizen “willing to | 
work” a “basic dividend” of £5 
a month.

OTTAWA, Sept. 23.—Negotiations 
are under way between the United | 
Kingdom and Canada to continue | 
for another year the arrangement 
whereby Canada gets a preference 
in the U.K, market for oats, The 
agreement was reached for the 
1933-34 crop and continued for the 
1934-35 crop. Under it a British 
tariff of three shillings for 112 
pounds was levied on foreign oats 
and Empire oats went free. 


OVER-RAN QUOTA 

However, to protect the U.K 
growers, Canada was placed unde 
a quota of approximately 6,670,000 
bushels. In 1933-34 the Dominion 
was much below the quota but in 
spite of the short crop last year. 
prices were so good in Britain that 
Canada over-ran the quota. 

United Kingdom growers take ex- 
ception to Canada exceeding its 
quota. National Farmers’ Union of 
Scotland protested last week that 
while the tariff was keeping out 
foreign oats, Canada was send
